of note come tobe imprinted in it, the old are 
wip't out : fo Godaffording vs adatly fupplie 
of new preferuations , thofe other which we 
haue formerly receiued grow quite out of date, 
are rafed out, and buried in oblivion. Therfore 
to reuiue this ble(eing ( which ought neuer to be 
forgotten) amongst the reft in thts Land, and 
for it to cternize Gods praife amongst bs, it 
hath beene religiou/ly prouided by M®. Tho- 
mas Chapman( _/ometimesa worthy Citizen) 
that yeerely three Sermons foall be preached in 
tbe Church of S*. Pancrace in Soper-lane, 
where be lately liued a well deferuing parifbi- 
oner . One of the Sermons to be preached No- 
ucmb. 17. in thankfull remembrance of the 
coronation of that Virgin Queene ELI z a- 
BETH of famous and neuer-dying memory, 
with whofe gracious goucrnment accompanied 
much happineffe to our kingdome ; but this as 
chiefe of all, ({cil.) the eftablifhment of that 
truth of the Gofpell UF difcipline of the Church 
which we now enioy vnder our dread Sone- 
raigne Lord King Cu ARLES ( whomGod 
long preferue a religious Defender of this

mon to be preached Augutt 12. for our deline- 
_rance from that Spanilh Armado (in which 
courfe thts Sermon was preached.) A third 
Nouemb. 5. for the preferuationof our King 
and State from that damnable powder-plot as 
yet Vuparalleld in any age fince the world be- 
gan. In each of thefe we may bebold Gods 
goodnelfe: firft in bringing vs to the glorious 
light of the Gofpell by making that Queene a 
Mother ouer bis Urael and a Nurfe ouer his 
Church : neither was it leffe goodueffe its bins 
to preferue Ds in this bappy ftate, then to con- 
ferre it vpon vs ; and this be bath done maugre 
the malice of our enemies, who hae not Wan- 
tea both power and policie in thefe their at- 
tempts, yet when they were ftrong and many, 
our God was mightier than they, and there 
were more Wwith evs than againft vs : when 
they had laid their plots and traines, God con-. 
founded the wicked imaginations of thofes 
Achitophels, and les them fall into the pit 
they had digged for others. This good man, 
famous in bis generation, in thankfull remem- 
brance to God of thefe three blefines, in his 
life time folemnly obferued three Sermons, and 
hath left large Legacies at bs death for their 
continuance 
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To the Reader. 


continuance ‘unto pofteritie 5 that im fuccee- 
ding ages fathers may declare vnto their chil- 
dren bow great things God bath done for vs 
in the old times béfore them. By this godly 
care of bis, be bath built bim/elfe a monument 
of fame to remaine longer than thofe Zgyp- 
tian Pyramides, or that Pillar which Abfo- 
lom reared vp inthe Kings dale for the per- 
petuitie of bis name Ypon earth.
